The Allies are hammering their victories in three great theaters of war today. 
Continued successes are reported from the west front, from the Balkans and from 
Palestine. 
In addrtion Allied naval forces have destroyed the Austrian naval base of 
Durazzo, in Albania, sinking the enemy fleet in that harbor. 
The west front offensive has been definitely welded into one gigantic battle line, 
stretching from the North Sea into Lorraine.

The breach in the German defenses north of St. Quentin effected by the 
British on Wednesday, only to be closed at once by a desperate counter at­ 
tack, has again been torn open and British cavalry is reported tearing through 
the gap. 
Unofficial advices today stated Haig’s

Frcsnoy-le-Grande, seven miles northeast of St. Quentin and four miles be­ 
yond the Beaurevoir-Fonsomme line, which formed the last prepared enemy 
defenses behind the Hindenburg line. 
Evacuation of Belgium apparently is gaining headway as the Belgians, 
British and French press forward on the heels of the retreating foe. 
The 
Germans evidently are resisting desperately between Dixmude and Armen- 
tieres but between that,city and Lens they are still falling back rapidly. 
The British have progressed about five miles in this sector and are only 
four miles from the great industrial center of Lille. Armentieres, in France, 
just south of the Franco-Belglan border, has been taken. 
The encircling movement designed to pinch off the St. Gobian massif 
and win back Laon is proceeding methodically. The French troops between 
St. Quentin and Le Fere are timing their advance to co-operate perfectly with 
the French forces between the Ailette and„Vesle. General Berthelot’s men are 
on the Aisne river, only three miles from Craonne.

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PARTING SHOT ON REGISTRATION 


The man and woman who is not registered or 
who has moved and has not been transferred on the 
Great Register, take notice! 
Just why it should be necessary to urge any 
law-abiding, rightly-thinking citizen to attend to his 
registration duties need not be discussed at this time. 
It is necessary, and it is done. 
It was necessary in 
the closing days of registration before the primaries. 
It is necessary in these, the closing days of registra­ 
tion for the November election. 
There is just a plain duty involved in register­ 
ing. This country is made up of citizens who express 
their opinions, and the citizen who refuses to ex ­ 
press his opinion is cheating the government out of 
the right to know the sentiments of the people. 
In addition to the ordinary duty of registering 
and voting, there is right now specific and important 
reasons for a complete registration in Orange coun­ 
ty. There are to be a number of measures submitted 
on the November ballot that are of real consequence. 
A governor and a lieutenant-governor are to be 
elected, and one or two of the county and township 
contests are held over for final decision. 
O f paramount interest, next to winning the war, 
Tomes the wet and dry question. 
The culmination 
struggle of years of fighting John barleycorn and 
Bill Beer is at hand. 
C alifornians who believe that 
this fight must be won by the drys fiave now the 
opportunity to strike the last crushing Wow. There 
should be no wabbling, no battle to a draw. Let the 
vote be decisive. 
William D. Stephens, seeking re-election as 
governor, and C. (J. Young, nominee for lieutenant- 
governor. are heart anti soul in the fight for national 
prohibition. 
It is imperative that they be elected 
in November that they may lead the legislature in 
passing the national prohibition amendment. 
On the ballot in November will appear txvo 
measures that concern the wet and dry question. 
There are a number of other important measures to 
be voted upon, but those two measures are the ones 
upon which tile hardest fights will be waged. One 
measure calls for a bone-dry California, and the 
other for a saloonlcss but not a wineless nor a beer- 
less California. Tile W . C. T. V. has taken the lead 
in a determined fight for the bone-drv law, and T7?- 
tween now and election day that fight is going to 
be waged energetically up and down the entire length 
of this state. 
Whichever of the tw o measures is carried, it is 
of prime importance that we I lave a governor and 
a lieutenant-governor whose hearts are with the dry 
cause. 
The legislature must p ^ s laws to make the 
measure effective, and we want no wet governor to 
veto needed dry bills and we want no wet lieutenant- 
governor slamming on the brakes of dry legislation 
in its course through the state senate. 
There is no argument as to the duty of the drys. 
Between now and tomorrow night the telephones 
should be kept busy, searching for drys who have not 
registered, arranging for their (registration. 
!Let 
each dry who really means business canvass his own 
neighborhood and see if lie can find a voter who has 
not registered or who, having moved since register­ 
ing, has failed to transfer.

Ju ly I, is said by its enemies to contain a joker of no 
mean proportions. 
Those who have been hugging the 
fond hope that the war will be over by July and that, 
therefore, the m easure will be inoperative, have another 
and more serious spell of thoughtfulness coming to them. 
For if the war should end tomorrow and Hindenburg 
should roll up his line and go home, the chances are that 
the United States under the present measure would be 
bone dry for several years. 
This would come about by 
virtue of one of the sections of the new measure which 
is being referred to by the wets as the joker. 
The measure provides not only for a dry nation dur­ 
ing the continuance of the war, but until demobilization 
is complete, the president to determine when that date 
arrives. 
To return to the United States and demobilize the 
army is certain 4o be a gigantic task. To get home from 
Europe from three to five million men, to m uster them 
out of the service and get back to a peace basis may be 
a matter of years, rather than of months. The Allies who 
have helped to get our soldiers across the w ater will not 
be so eager to help return them. They will have use for 
their ships elsewhere in restoring trade lines and in 
securing raw m aterials. 
lf the armies can return as fast as they have recently 
been transported to France—say at the rate of about 
300,000 a month—it will be quite a feat. They m ight get 
back in twelve m onths from the time the peace con- 
’ferences have ended. 
The length of the peace delibera­ 
tions is merely a m atter of conjecture. 
It may be many 
months. No armies of the Allies will be demobilized until 
the term s for ending the war are concluded. They never 
would trust Germany’s word. 
So the nation, once bone dry, is likely to rem ain so 
for some time, no m atter what happens to the federal 
amendment now before the states for consideration. Nor 
is it likely that the nation, once dry, ever will go back to 
the saloon. 
Undoubtedly the doom of the saloon is 
sealed forever.

“The New Worm in Walnuts” is the 
subject of an urgent appeal to growers 
to prevent further spread of this men­ 
ace, by Prof. Ralph K. Smith, Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture of California, who 
has rented Rev. J. A. Stevenson’s resi­ 
dence on North Broadway, while here 
making a further study of the worm 
that threatens the industry. 
The re­ 
port by Smith to the California Wal­ 
nut Growers’ Association follows: 
The worm or codlin moth which is j pass the winter. 


Most of the worms^pave the wal­ 
nuts in the fall and hunt some hiding 
place where they spin a cocoon and 
pass the winter. In the spring these 
worms turn into moths which lay eggs 
upon the walnuts and thus start a 
new generation. Such places as under 
the rough bark of trees, in cracks in 
the trays or buildings and inside the 
sacks where* wormy nuts have been 
are favorite ones for the worms to 


attacking the walnuts in certain parts 
of Santa Barbara and Orange counties 
has become such a serious matter that 
immediate action is necessary to keep 
it from spreading all over Southern 
California.

In non-infested districts allow no 


I sacks, walnuts or shells to come onto 
the ranch from infested territory. 
If 
there is any doubt about sacks dip 
them in boiling water for ten minutes 
as soon as received. 
Beware of 8acke 
Beware of eacke from peddlers and 
irresponsible dealers—Growers in in­ 
fested territory whose own orchards 
are clean should dip all sacks in boil­ 
ing water as soon as received back 
from the packing house. 
All packing houses, cracking plants 
and other places where wormy nuts 
are handled should dip or fumigate 
all sacks before they leave the house. 
Directions for such fumigation will 
be given by the county horticultural 
commissioners of Santa Barbara and 
Orange counties, who require all sacks 
to be treated in houses within their 
county handling wormy nuts. It should 
be remembered that no effective con­ 
trol can be maintained in cracking 
plants or warehouses located outside 
the infested districts. The California 
Walnut Growers' Association, how­ 
ever, is taking voluntary preventive 
measures In its Los Angeles plant. 
This may prove to be the worst 
pest which has thus far appeared in 
walnuts and so growers and dealers 
alike should unite in an effort to atop 
Its further spread, and already the 
California Walnut Growers’ Associa­ 
tion has appropriated^ sufficient aum 
of money for experimental work lead­ 
ing to the further control of this pest.
